The fourth man arresied as a 
member of the ring, Jean Limbres- 
got, 30, was accused of delivering 
fortification plans to agents of the 
“foreign” power at Irun, in insurg 
ent Spain. 

The German arrested at La Roch- 
elle was identified as Erich Otto 
Vent, 57. He was taken to Bor-

A Good Time To Say Nothing 

While members of parliament, like pri- 
vate citizens, are free to discuss the Euro- 
pean situation if they want to, Prime Min- 
ister King declined to make any pro- 
nouncement on the subject at present. 
Which, with all respect to Mr. Bennett, will 
seem to most people to be the wiser, and 
the only wise, course. 

The Prime Minister could only speak 
officially, and there are several reasons 
why official silence on the part of Canada 
is golden as matters now stand. He could 
only speak to any purpose if he approved 
or disapproved Mr. Chamberlain’s proposal 
to “bribe” Germany and Italy to cease dis- 
turbing the peace. If he approved, there 
would be something of a “crisis” in Can- 
ada. If he disapproved, there would be 
a feeling in London that he was taking 
sides in a political controversy. 

When the parliament of Great Britain 
has decided definitely what course that 
country is going to take, will be time 
enough for Ottawa to speak in the name of 
Canada. Aside from the course Britain 
may take, Canada is in the position of a 
party without responsibility for the hap- 
penings in mid-Europe, the League of Na- 
tions having been dissolved in everything 
but name. 


Mitt, 2f woe. 
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Barcelona 

In a dozen raids within 48 hours, Insur- 
‘ gent airmen killed more than a thousand 
persons in the city of Barcelona and 
-wounded an indefinite number. They 
thereby easily set vp a new record for 
mass slaughter. Nothing approaching 
their score has been made by air bombers 
anywhere. Even Mussolini’s notorious son 
and his associated “sportsmen” must envy 
Franco's killers, for their “bag” in Abys- 
sinia can never have been as large for the 
same period of time: Unless they are now 
heading the assassins at Barcelona, for 
there is little doubt both the planes and the 
airmen hail from Italy and Germany.

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‘*‘Appeasement"’ At Work 

The “appeasement” Idea has caught on 
in Europe, and is spreading like wild fire. 
* Which is was rather likely to do. For 

while the term is innocent enough in itself, 

it is also elastic enough to be made a cloak 

to cover any sort of national brigandage 

from wiping out an old score to stealing a 

neighbor's territory. 

The dictators and predatory states wil] 
thank Mr. Chamberlain for that word. It 
was just what they wanted to give an air 
of respectability to lawlessness. It suits 
their purposes to a nicety, and aren't they 
using it? Using it, not as the author in- 
tended, but with whatever local meaning 
«they choose to import into it. 

To appease is to satisfy. And what 
country in mid-Europe does not want to 
satisfy itself at the expense of some other? 
In that welter of intermingled races a lust 
for satisfaction, for something or other, is 
universal. Hitherto the impulse has been 
held in check by pledged word and mutual! 

| ‘fear of destruction. Now, treaties discarded 
‘and collective security gone, it is every 
‘state for itself, with the strong free to 
crush or gobble up the weak. Not only 
free to do so, but impelled by self-interest 
todoit. Self-preservation is added to the 
thirst for vengeance and the ambition for 
expansion. The bonds have been loosed 

and only the strong may hope to survive. 

|| Germany having “appeased” itself by 
‘absorbing Austria, Poland decided to ap- 
F pease itself at the expense of Lithuania. 
But Hitler interposed that he would ap- 
pease himself for that by grabbing the free 
city of Danzig—in which event Poland 
could say bood-bye to its corridor and ac- 
eess to the sea, Lithuania capitulated “in

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the name of peace,” and to save itself from 
annihilation. And now Hitler tells Czecho- 
slovakia it must renounce the treaty with 
Russia—and thereby leave itself without 
a friend within reach.

The new regime in 
Egypt, bent upon modernizing the army, may be 
forced to turn for help in that direction to Ger- 
many or Italy. But the Union government and 
the Egyptian government obviously have certain 
interests in common—notably, of course, the 
safety of the Canal; and discussions, informal 
and otherwise, between Pretoria and Cairo on 
the subject of defence might lead to results far- 
reaching and beneficial to both countries.—Jo- 
hannesburg Times.

Current Comment 
South Africa's View 


There is universal hostility in the Union, 
with perhaps the exception of the leaders of the 
Nationalist Party, against the return of South- 
West Africa to the Government of Third Reich. 
Our Cabinet (and I understand that even Mr. 
Oswald Pirow can now be included, reluctantly, 
perhaps) are unanimously of the opinion that 
under no circumstances whatsoever shall South- 
West leave the Union. The final decision in re- 
gard to South-West will not be in the hands of 
the people of South Africa. A small community 
could not, of course, hold out if the world Powers 
decided that South-West shall be a pawn in the 
game of chess which is now being played between 
the Democracies and the Dictators. At the same 


time, Union opinion will carry great weight... 


Feelers have already, so I understand, been 
thrown out by the German Government to the 
Portuguese for a concession in Mozambique, 
with the object of establishing in that territory 
a large German settlement of 100,000 Germans. 
This request by Germany is looked upon with 
disfavor by the Union Government, and with 
the present friendly feeling existing between 
Portugal and the Union of South Africa, is hardly 
likely to be acceded to by the Government of 
Lisbon:—Arthur G. Barlow (Sunday Evpress, 
Johannesburg.) 


Austria And After 

France and Britain, the powers which be- 
tween them share the main responsibility of the 
failure, do not escape from high moral obliga- 
tions because today they do not find the ma- 
chinery of Geneva to their liking. Responsi- 
bility for the present map of Europe is, above 
all, theirs; and it is to them that the small 
countries of Europe look today. If the League 
has been discarded, it is obvious that some new 
machinery must be devised if we are not to look 
forward to the progressive conquest, either by 
‘peaceful pressure or by war, of the whole of 
Central Europe. 

Nor should it be thought that such a policy 
is one the motives of which are to be found 
only in adherence to high principle. The col- 
lective security which has now failed to protect 
Austria must also fail to protect much more 
powerful nations, and it is worth recalling the 
words written by Mr. Wickham Steed last Sep- 
tember to the London Times, of which he is a 
former editor: 

Very prudently, to my mind, we have 
suffered the League of Nations to be discred- 
eted, and have left the smaller nations of 

Europe to wonder whether their choice may 
not have to be made between submission to 
powerful, illiberal countries, and a desperate 
defense of their own freedom. They are ask- 
ing themselves, too, what the plight of the 
British and French democracies would be on 
the western fringe of a Europe that might lie 
under the heel of aggressive military dictator- 
ships. 

The alternative presented theoretically less 
than six months ago have now become reality. 
Austria has chosen submission. The next vic- 
tim, Czechoslovakia, through the mouth of her 
Premier, less than a week ago, declared her in- 
tention to fight, though whether she can attempt 
to do so now that her undefended southern 
frontier lies open to attack may well be doubt- 
ed. Nevertheless, it is significant that the most 
recent French declaration of foreign policy 
definitely recited its obligations to Cztchoslo- 
vakia under the mutual defence pact, and the 
first note of protest, sent jointly by France and 
Britain to Germany, lays emphasis upon the 
grave consequences which the spreod of aggres- 
sion may bring. 

But in all this there is little prospect that 
Great Britain will do more than make a gesture. 
The resignation of Mr. Eden three weeks ago 
marked the departure from the British Govern- 
ment of the man most definitely associated with 
the policy of building up a strong counter-bal- 
ance to the growth of German hegemony on the 
Continent; and it is known beyond peradven- 
ture that the thinking of the British Cabinet 
now finds the mainspring of action in an attempt 
to conciliate—it would be better to say “buy 
off'\—-the Nazi threat on the ground that the just 
grievances of Germany must be rectified if per- 
manent peace is to ensue. 

The British declaration of 1934 set forth the 
fact that “the integrity and independence of 
Austria are an object of British policy.” The 
terms of Mr. Chamberlain's conversation with 
Herr von Ribbentrop recently apparently were 
that even if Germany counted on British disin- 
terestedness in Austria, it should not assume that 
this disinterestedness would hold good for all 
Centra] Europe. Germany should not count on 
it, but Germany would be foolish if, in the light 
of the successive retreats of France and Britain, 
it took the notion too seriously.—Winnipeg Free 
Press. 


Not In Proportion 


When Senator Beaubien made a proposa) in 
the Upper Chamber for a species of unification 
or amalgamation of railways be made the cus- 
tomary references to Canada’s debt, that it was 
leading to ruin, and that the ruin was due to 
C.N.R. deficits aid the “railway problem.” 

A few weeks ago it was pointed out by the 
Toronto Star that the interest on Canada’s public 
debt in 1937 was actually smaller than it was 
in 1921 when the C.N.R. was just beginning to 
be established, and on a per capita basis it was 
nearly 20 per cent lower. 

The remarkable aspect of the debt talk of 
the railway amalgamationists is that the debt 
increase and the ruin is always due only to the 
C.N.R. operations. They never mention anything 
else excepting for a kind of hurried, side-slip 
around relief. If providing Canada with the 
cheapest and best transportation in the world 
costs the State around $40,000,000 a year, as it 
will this year, why not compare it with other 
transportation costs and deficits. 

For example, why not mention the cost of 
canals and waterways on the Great Lakes and 
St. Lawrence. But perhaps that is something that 
should wait until amalgamation takes place and 
monopoly is established. Then the drive for 
making traffic pay everything on the waterways 
may get underway so that carrying wheat east- 
ward will not be cheaper by water than by rail, 

There is another transportation cost Canada 
pays, which the Ottawa Journal mentions. It is 
the cost of highways. Annually, says the Journal, 
Canada pays about $130,000,000 for highways and 
collects a total of about $90,000,000. Here is an- 


Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCoy 

Colitis means inflammation of the colon. In 
the condition commonly known as mucous colitis 
there is no true inflammation present and there- 
fore the term is actually incorrect. However it is 
widely used and as it has been adopted almost 
universally, it would be very difficult to change 
it. 

Mucous colitis is marked by three changes 
away from the normal: First, an excessive secre- 
tion of mucus by the membrane which lines the 
colon; second, more or less abdominal pain or 
discomfort; and third, various nervous symp- 
toms. The marked secretion of mucus is so 
characteristic that it has been made part of the 
name of the disturbance. 


Mucous colitis is found most frequently 
among those of the hypersensitive, nervous type 
who live in cities, belong to the upper social 
bracket, who are subjected to the tension which 
increases mental and emotional strain, and who 
are in the age group between twenty and thirty- 
five. It is far more frequent among women than 
among men. Its basic cause is probably an 
instability of the nervous system and any factor 
which encourages stress or strain will play upon 
this instability in such a manner as to bring on 
the upset responsible for the symptoms. 

The symptoms of mucous colitis fall within 
wide limits of variation and are capable of vary- 
ing in the same patient from day to day. Some 
patients complain of an almost continuous ache 
or tenderness in the lower abdominal area; 
others have periods when they are free from 
distress alternating with “crisis” periods during 
which there is extreme discomfort. * 

The most common symptom found in this dis- 
order is abdominal pain, which is usually pres- 
ent in up to 75 per cent of the cases. Some pa- 
tients report a pain which is so severe as to seem 
similar to colic. Others do not have a definite 
pain but just a vague, nagging sense of dis- 
comfort which keeps them acutely aware that 
all is not well within the colon. When the pain 
is cramp-like the cramps are usually felt most 
severely when it is time for the iniestinal move- 
ment to occur, or when gas accumulates. Very 
often the passage of one or more movements 
made up mainly of mucus will relieve the colic. 
The colic itself is the result of the disturbed 
bowel function which causes spasm. 

In about 50 per cent of the cases the disturb- 
ance of the colon is limited to a vague sense of 
abdominal unrest and in such cases the patient 
is likely to complain chiefly of dyspeptic symp- 
toms. These symptoms are usually as follows: 
Excessive gas, feeling of pressure or fullness, 
belching, nausea, occasional vomiting, poor ap- 
petite, and “biliousness.” 

The disordered state of the colon as seen in 
colitis manifests itself mainly in constipation. 
However, the constipated condition may alter- 
nate with periods of diarrhea during which the 
colon becomes loose, and which are marked by 
the passage of several movements during the 
day made up almost entirely of mucus. 

The nervous disturbance encountered in col- 
itis vary considerably but are severe enough to 
keep the patient miserable and upset. He gen- 
erally finds that allowing himself to become 
overly tired, overly excited, or unduly emotional 
is capable of starting a fresh uproar in the colon 
which in turn is followed by an increase in the 
nervousness. The patient finds it hard to stand 
up under strain, whether physical, emotional or 
mental.

Questions And Answers 


QUESTION: Mr. Jack L. writes: “Will you 
please give me some information about alopecia 
areata? The scalp has become bald in patches 
and nothing seems to help. Do not tell me to go 
to a clinic, for I have been to seven now.” 

ANSWER: The cause of alopecia areata is 
still obscure. It is generally considered to be the 
result of an inflammatory condition, although 
the nature of the irritating factor is unknown. 
Some physicians believe it to be of nervous or- 
igin, others believe it to be the result of reflex 
irritation, and still others regard it as being 
producud by foci of infection at the roots of 
teeth, within the sinus cavities, or within the 
tonsils. Some forms of the disease affect the 
scalp in a generalized manner and in these forms 
the outlook is unfavorable. In the more localized 
type, the hair is much more likely to grow in 
again and the growth is often fairly rapid, Often 
the new hair is white when it first appears. 
Later on it may take on a normal color—or the 
first growth may be lost, being followed by 
growth of hair of natural color. Treatment which 
succeeds with one case may fail with another. 
It is recommended that painting the affected 
patches with iodine, pure phenol or turpentine, 
be tried. In my own practise I have secured the 
most satisfactory result by the use of the ultra 
violet ray. In your inquiry you do not state if 
this treatment has been used at any of the clinics 
yoy have visited. In the event that it has not yet 


been employed, you may wish to try it.

A confidential circular, dated 
“Office of the Canadian Associa- 
tion, Rochester, March 22, 1839,” 
was issued in which questions were 
asked and suggestions made. While 
the independence of Canada was 
the ultimate object aimed at, an- 
other object was to prevent all iso- 
lated or premature attempts such

The municipalities advocated that 
social services should be financed 
from the widest possible source of 
revenue so charges were not con- 
centrated on land owners and, es- 
pecially in poorer districts, the poor 
were not compelled to keep the 
poor.
